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Narative in place of a manifeſt. It may ſuffice. 


to be knowne , that thoſe Tranſa@tions had for 
one mayne ground this Confidence. That by 
being under the power of the Houſes they 


would, upon a happy expeted Compolure of 
Afaires in England revert unto, and be reve- 
ſed in his Mateſte as his proper right. 


' Bit having found how contrary to the inclt- 


. nations of the well affe&ed to his Maieſties re= 


ſauration in England , the Power of that King- 
dome hath unhappily devolved to hands im- 


' ployed onely in the Art and labour of pulling 
. downe and ſubverting the Fundamentalls of 


Monarchy ( with whom a pernicious Partie in

' operate.) And being filled with a deepe ſence 
'of the dutie and obhgations that are upon Us 
 Kriftly to 1mbrace all 

ing our endeavours towards the recovery of his 


oportunities- of 1mploy- 


Maicſties iuft rights in any part of his Domini- 
ons. Having obſerved the ProteſtantArmy in the 


Province of Mounſter (by ſpeciall providence 


diſcovering the Arts and praQtizes uſed to in- 
tangle the members thereof , im ingagements as 
directly contrary to their duties towards God 8 
man , as to their intentions and reſolutions) to 


- have tound meanes to manifeſt the Candor & 


Integrity thereof in a diſclaimer of any obedi-= 
Ence to, Or concurrence with thoſe powers or 
perſons.which haye fo groſely varyed even their 
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pwne profeſſed prineiples of preſervinghis Ma- 


tefties Perſon and rights , by confining him'un- 
der a moſt ſtrict Impriſonment , his Maicſtie al- 
1o vouchſafing graciouſly to accept the declaz 
ration of the ſaid Army as an eminent and/ſea- 
ſonable expreſſion of their fidelity toward him , 
and in teſtimony thereof having layd his Com- 
mands upon us to make our repayre unto. this 
Province to diſcharge the duties of our place. 
Wee have.as well in obedience thereunto as 


in purſuance of our owne duty and defire to 
.advance his Maicſties ſervice , reſolved to evt- 
.dence our approbation and efteeme of.the pro- 


ceedings of the ſaid Army by publiſhing unto 
the world our like. determination in the ſame 
enſ{ueing particulers. And accordingly Wee 
proſcſle and declare, : 

Firſt, to improve our utmoſt endeavours for 
the ſettlement of the Proteſtant Religion ac- 
cording to the example of the beſt Reformed

Secondly , to defend the King in his Prero- 
gatives. 

Thirdly , to maintaine the Priviledges and 
Freedome of Parliament , and the Libertie of 


the Subieas ; That in Order hereunto Wee 
ſhall oppoſe to the hazard of our lives,thoſe Re- 


bells of this Kingdome who ſhall refuſe their 
Obedience to his Maicſtie , upon ſuch Termes

Wee ſhaſlendeavottrts the-htmoſt,, the ſnaps 
prefling of that Tndependent-Party , who have 
thus fiercely labouted the extirpation of the 
true Proteſtant Religion z The ruine of our 
Prince ; The diſhonour of Parliament, and the 
Vaſlaladge of our Fellow Subicts, againſt all 
thoſe who ſhall depend gpon' them , or adhere 
unto .them ; And tliat this our undertaking 
might not appeare obnoxious to the Trade of 
Englazd, but that Wee defire a firme union 
FeR.. Agreement be preſerved betwixt us ', Wee 
doe likewiſe declare., that Wee will continue 
free trafique, and Comerce with all his Maic« 
ſties good Subiects of Ereland ; And that Wee 
will not in the leaſt manner .premdice any of 
then that ſhall have recourſe to our Harbours, 
either.in their bodyes, ſhipps, or goods., nor 
ſhall Wee take any thing from them without 
payment of ready money for the ſame ; And 
now that by his Maieſtics fait Command, Wee 
.have proceeded to recnter upon the worke of 
his ſervice inthis Province , Wee conceive no 
tigher Teſttmonie canbe given of his Maicfties 
acceptation., or of the eſtimation Wee beare 
about Us towards their Proceedings then by 
reſorting unto them in perſon with His Mate- 
ſties Authority, and exhibiting unto them tte 
incouragement and ſatisfaftion they may re- 
cetve in this aſſurance, That as Wee beare an 
<ſpeciall regard to their preſent —_P 
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- and performances accompanyed with @ realh 


Sence of their former ſufferings. So leaſt there 
ſhould any advantage be derived unto thoſe 
who indeavour to improve all oportunities of

that the former differences in Iudgement an 

Opinion which have induced perſons to ſerye 
diverily under His Majeſty,and the Parliament, 
will occaſion prejudice , or 1ll reſentments to 
ariſe towards ſuch Perſons as bave not for- 
merly concurred in Indgement- with others in 


His Maieſties ſervice, Wee doe. declare , that 
Wee are quallified with ſpeciall power and au- 


hockey from His Majcſtie, to aſſure them , that 
no diſtinqion ſhall be made in any ſuch .Con- 
{Gderation., but that all perſons now intereſted. 
and engaged in this Cauſe,ſhallbe refleQed up 
on, with equall feryour and regard ; And that: 
Wee ſhall make it our endeavours ſo to im- 
prove and confirme His Majeſties Gracious. dif 
poſure towards them , -a5 that VVee will never 
call to-memorie any paſt difference in opmion, 
Judgement, Action, or Profeſſion to the preiu- 
dice.of any Member of this Army, or any per- 
ſon relating to.it, but on the contrary , thall 
be very ready to atteſt our good affefions to- 
wards them in. the difcharge of ſuch good 
Offices as'ſhall 'be in our power , In rc- 
turne whereot Vee ſhall onely expe& their 
perleverance in their preſent ingagements = 
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his Matefties ſervice with ſach allactity , eons 
ſtancy an4 affe&tion , as may ſuit with their late 
publique declaration, & Profeſſions. To whom 
VVee defire this affurance alſo may beinculca- 
ted. That as Wee fhall in the future uſe'our ut- 
moſt care & diligenceto provide tor their pre- 
ſervation from the-like hardſhips, to thole they 
have tormerly undergone ; So Wee have "4 
ready imployed our beft induſtry and endea- 
vours for the ſettlement of ſuch a courſe, as we 
may (with moſt reaſon). hope will im "Theſe .an- 
certaine times produce a.cohſtant & competent 
Subſance for them , enabling them to'make 
fuch a progreſſe in their ' preſent undertakings 
as may with the accompliſhment of the great 
end: thereof'eſtablſh their. owne -Yonour and 
content; Thus much Wee havethonght fit to 
publiſhunto the world, to furniſh it with an e- 
vidence of ſtrong convidtion againſt Us, it We 
ever {werve'(to the beſt of oar power from the 
raft wayes. of maintaining the true Proteſtant 
Religion, the honour and intereſt of His'Sacred 
Matieſtie, the wſt rights of Parliament, the Li- 
berties of the Subies , and the ſafety, quier 8&: 
weltare of the people intruſted to our Care. . 
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
